PARTS, Nov. 9.— After a full week’s bombardment and 
repeated infantry assaults followed by a lull in their offen­ 
sive, the Germans resumed aggressive tactics today against 
Dixmude and Ypres. 
But the Bordeaux war office an­ 
nounced this afternoon that the new attack had failed, the 
lines of the allies remaining intact at all points. 
A heavy fog is hampering action of artillery and avia­ 
tors but despite this the artillery of the allies is reported as 
advancing slowly along the Lvs between the river and Dix- 
mude. 
Elsewhere the situation is unchanged. 
The Bordeaux statement said today’s assault in the 
west is assuredly the supreme effort of the Germans 
to 
reach the French coast, and experts also believe this is the 
last German attempt in this direction before the Kaiser 
withdraws hundreds of thousands of his troops to meet the 
formidable Russian advance in the east. 
The war office admitted that the allies’ advance is slow, 
explaining that the Germans are heavily entrenched and 
are resisting fiercely along the Bys river. Continued prog­ 
ress along the Aisne river by the allies is reported.

Nov. 
9.—One 
thousand delegates, representing the 
organized workingmen 
of 
America, 
assembled in Horticultural hall here 
today for 
the 
tnlrty-fourth 
annual 
convention of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor. 
All looked forward to 
one of the greatest sessions In the his­ 
tory of the federations, which was or­ 
ganized in this city in 1880. 
In addition to the authorized dele­ 
gates, hundreds of union men from 
all parts of the country were present 
to watch tile inner workings of a na­ 
tional convention. 
The committee in 
charge of tile general 
arrangements 
planned to care for 5,000 visitors dur­ 
ing tne twelve days of meetings. 
The 
most 
talked 
about 
single 
event on the twelve days’ program is 
the historical pageant 
and 
parade, 
along with a cqurt of honor, that is to 
be celebrated Jriday night, Novem- 


ber IS. 
Hundred's of floats, depicting 
the various crafts affiliated with the 
mother organization, and 3,000 union 
musicians, will feature the spectacle. 
Over 75,000 triodes union 
men 
have 
signified their intention of being in 
line. 
Two 
banquets, 
three 
theater 
parties, 
two 
professional 
'boxing 
matches, sight-seeing tours, etc., 
are 
the main events in the entertainment 
program.

Mr. S arto ri the past year has been p resident of 
the Savings B ank section of the A m erican B ankers 
A ssociation and conditions w hich p rev en t S tate and 
Savings B anks and T ru st C om panies from becom ing 
m em bers of the F ederal R eserve B anking system were 
discussed a t length in tile convention. As resu lt of this 
discussion a com m ittee of tw elve—com posed of th ree 
national bank, th ree savings bank, th re e S tate bank 
and th ree tru s t com pany re p re se n tativ e s— was ap­ 
pointed to lay before the F ederal R eserve B oard and 
C ongress the necessity of am en d m en t of the Re­ 
serve Bank Act. 
Mr. S artori w as ten d ered a place 
on th is C om m ittee but as such m em bership would 
require ills presence in the E a st for a protracted 
stay he w as com pelled to decline to act. 
Speaking 
on th is question Mr. S artori said : 


“It w as b ro u g h t out that, although th ere are about 
17,UUU to 18,000 S tate hanks iii tile country, only 
about IOO had applied for ad m ittan ce to th e system . 
It is e v id en t th a t these bunks u re w aiting until 
th e term s u n d e r which they m ay e n te r are m ade 
m ore satisfacto ry . 
At p resen t S ta te h an k s have the 
option of e n te rin g tile F ederal R eserve system , and 
will be allow ed to rediscount, providing they have 
com m ercial p a p er to offer. 
T he F ed eral R eserve 
Board is, how ever, allowed to m ake ru les and regula­ 
tions g overning the activities of S ta te banks. 
T his 
is w h at tile b ankers object to principally. 
They de­ 
sire to hav e a m ore specific sta te m e n t regarding 
th ese ru les an d regulations before they en ter tile 
system , and also desire to have tile privilege of con­ 
tinuing to o p e rate under the sam e law s as exist. 
"W h at th e bankers principally o b ject to is th a t 
the F ed eral R eserve Board lias th e rig h t to m ake 
rules and reg u latio n s governing th e S ta te bank, w ith­ 
out any idea being given in th e law itself, as to 
w hat th e scope of the rules m ight be. 
T he bankers 
believe th a t th e a ct should be m ore specific on th a t 
point. 
F u rth erm o re, they believe th a t som e a ssu r­ 
ance should be given th a t tile S ta te bank will bo 
allow ed to o p erate along som ew hat th e sam e lines 
as in th e p ast, under the S tate law s. 
"U n d er our present S tate law s, individual banking 
system s have been developed in c ertain sections 
of th e co u n try which are peculiarly adapted to th e 
needs of th a t p articular district, an d w hose functions 
m ight be ham pered and re stric te d by a general law . 
Tho S ta te b an k s could extend th e ir cred it facilities 
by jo in in g th e system , owing to Hie fact th a t they 
w ould be ab le to rediscount com m ercial paper w ith 
tile regional institutions.
